The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record In the Office if that record is itself

It is the responsibility of the applicant of the attorney or agent to make the substance of an interview of record In the application file, unless 
the examiner indicates he or she will do so.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note; Agreement as to aliowabiBty is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable Items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Agent Zborovsky presented a copy of the abovementioned 
amendment to Examiner Ciric for discussion thereof. Examiner Ciric reminded Agent Zborovsky that the specification 
must be amended and the related drawing objection addressed via a Supplemental Amendment in order for the reply 
to the previous Office action to be fully responsive. Examiner Ciric also, upon reviewing the new proposed claims, 
noted that at least claim 12 still appeared to be of indefinite scope and written in run-on fashion including at least some 
idiomatically improper clauses. Examiner Ciric also noted that it did not appear that the allowed subject matter as 
identified in the previous Office action hss been addressed by the abovementioned amendment. Agent Zborovsky 
noted that a Supplemental Amendment would likely be filed shortly, whereupon Examiner Ciric suggested that she 
would be amenable to reviewing a preliminary draft of the same if it were submitted directly to her via facsimile (to 703- 
746-4955).
